According to statistics recently released, injuries 
caused by accidents cost the loss of 5,269,762 work days 
in Florida in 1965. Other statistics reveal that in Palm 
Beach County, traffic accidents caused 118 deaths in 
1965 while other accidents caused 108 deaths. 

The experts list three major 
traffic accidents. These include engineering, enforcement 
and education. There is not much

RECESSION AND RECOVERY 

Within recent weeks, economists and financial writ- 
ers have begun to voice deep concern about the econo- 
mic outlook, saying that a recession is possible if not 
actually likely. Across the Atlantic, Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson of England went further. He warned that a 
world wide depression, with widespread unemployment, 
could occur. 

At home, President Johnson announced what he term 
ed a broad attack on rising inflation. In a special message 
to Congress he proposed a 16-month suspension of the 7 
per cent tax credit for corporate investment in new plants 
and equipment. He also asked for a similar rollback of 
the accelerated tax write-off for depreciation of industrial 
and commercial buildings 

Now, let's look at the situation and at the Presi- 
dent's proposed remedy, The outlook is disturbing, for 
investors clearly are gloomy about the immediate future, 
A jittery stock market is the result, with major corporate 
securities suffering heavy losses in value. Meanwhile, 
the general public is becoming increasingly apprehen- 
sive as prices іпёгеаѕе for necessary соттой Чез. 

If á recession takes place, it will be the most un- 

recession in history. The American people are 
hard-working, energetic and progressive in outlook. They 
supply a tremendous demand for the new goods and ser- 
vices developed by U. S. free enterprise. Young people 
now in college — where they are acquiring valuable 
skills for the age of automation — will want new homes, 
new curs, new appliances. This demand should provide a 
great deal of prospe: the years ahead. The edueat- 
ed youth of A orm a highly productive segment 
of our soc drive and imagination should furth- 
er enrich the 2 сап way of life. 

But this isn't the entire story. The productive groups 
and forces in American life are not dominant on the poli- 
tical scene. There one is sad to say, counter-produc- 
tive groups and forces. A nent of American voters— 
and they are highly organized, militant and demanding— 
is crying out for more federal welfarism, This segment of 
our society wants to be carried along at taxpayers ex- 
pense, instead of helping support the government. 

To be specific, there is a trmendous demand from the 
slum areas that the federal government spend billions 
of dollars in reconstructing urban areas where the resi- 
dents — as.a point of fact — have done nothing to abide 
by reasonable standards of residential behavior. In Chi-

In New York City and other great metropolitan cen- 
ters, the hand-out hungry element in our society is poli 
tically powerful. Bloc voting by the aspirants for hand- 
outs causes Big Government to bow to their wishes. Mon- 
ey is lavished on welfarism instead of being saved or 
devoted to constructive investment. 

Here we come to Mr. Johnson's so-called “remedy” 
for inflation. His miracle cure is'to make it more difficult 


for corporations to invest іп new plants and equipment. | 


Yet it is precisely this investment that creates new jobs 
and adds to the importance of old job opportunities, Mr. 
Johnson's posals thus further undermine the confid- 
ence of business in government's intentions. The first 
thing to be curtailed by the Great Society is industry’s 
chance to grow and expand. 

Why didn't Mr. Johnson propose instead that welfare 
spending be cut back und all manner of wasteful govern- 
ment handout programs be curtailed? The answer is 
simple: It is that Mr. Johnson is thinking about the votes 
of the handout-seekers. He appeases them while he jeo- 
pardizes the economic security of the country. This kind of 
appeasement is what could bring on a recession or worse 
in this country. It is a prime example of counter-produc- 
tive political action. 

If recession is not to hit the United States it is 
imperative that more congressmen be elected who will 
speak for th productive groups and forces in American 
life.

Invitations were extend- 
ed to the ministers in the 
19 Latin American count- 
ries. Thirteen accepted, but 
three had to change their 
plans prior to the opening 
of the three-day meeting on 
September 12 at Miami 
Beach. 

Countries represented 
were Bolivia, Costa Rica, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Hai- 
ti, Honduras, Mexico, Ni- 
caragua, Peru and Vene- 
zuela, Two full days were 
devoted to discussions and 
one day was spent in South 
Florida touring an egg pro- 
cessing plant, a dairy farm, 
and cattle ranches. 

At the close of the con- 
ference, the ministers and 
I felt that a definite pro- 
gram of action was urgent- 
ly needed in order to stim- 
ulate agricultural trade 
between Florida and the 
Latin American nations. 

So, we rolled up our slee- 
ves and went to work, Af- 
ter a near-all-night session, 
we drafted and adopted an 
llpoint document which 
was titled, “The Agricul- 
tural Declaration of Mia- 
mi.” 

The document includes a 
provision for a cooperative 
program between Florida 
and Latin America which 
will improve agriculture in 
the Western Hemisphere. 

It also contains a pledge 
by the Latin nations to seek 
closer friendship and co- 
operation with the United 
States, 

Another point is the be- 
lief expressed by the dele- 
gates that it is the respon- 
sibility of highly developed 
nations to assist the lesser 
developed countries with 
technical information and 
support for the betterment 
of the Hemisphere. 

The document states, too, 
that it is the obligation of 
the lesser developed coun- 
tries to seek assistance and 
to work toward the im- 
provement of their econo- 
mic, social and cultural 
structures. 

The Declaration also in- 
cludes provisions for co- 
operative research and spe- 
cific programs, aimed at 
controlling agricultural dis- 
eases and pests in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere, joint ef- 
forts to solve mutual mar- 
Keting problems, and the 
exchange of technical in- 
formation, assistance and 
personnel. 

The document calls for 
the creation of a permanent 
organization, the name of 
which is “The Latin Ameri- 
can-Fllorida Agricultural 
Organization,” and specifies 
that the organization shall 
meet at least once a year 
on a rotating basis among 
the member governmental 
unit. 

Under the agreement, a 
nermanent office will be es- 
tablished in Florida. It will 
serve as the headquarters 
for the organization and 
will be the clearing house 
for information. 

It also expresses the de- 
sire of the participating 
members that these confer- 
ences become a permanent 
forum for agricultural pro- 
blems of the Western He- 
misphere. 

It is highly gratifying that 
Florida has been chosen the 
permanent site for the home 
of the newly created organ 
ization.

ST. PETERSBURG — M. 
т. Dixon, of the Fla, Dept. 
of Veterans Affairs, stated 
today that many years af- 
ter the law was passed, 
many widows and orphans 
of World War II and Kor- 
ean Conflict veterans are 
unaware of their eligibility 


to pensions paid by the Vet- 
erans Administration. 


The pensions range from 
$27.00 monthly to $64.00 
monthly for widows; $43.00 
to $80.00 for a widow with 
dependents and for each 
child, $15.00 per month is 
added. The pension of or- 
phans is $38.00 monthly. 
The benefit may be payable 
to the veteran's child or 
children, even though the 
widow is not entitled to the 
pension because she remar- 
ried or her income or net 
worth exceeds certain li- 
mits, 

Income from other sour- 
ces must not exceed $1800 

early for the widow, and 
$3,000 annually for widow 
with a child or children. 
The income limit for or- 
phans is $1800 yearly ex- 
clusive or earned income.

Sales Taxes Up 


TALLAHASSEE — State 
Comptroller Fred O. (Bud) 
Dickinson, Jr., today an- 
nounced that sales and use 
tax collections in August 
totaled $22,678,579. 

Dickinson noted in the 
monthly report that reve- 
nues from sales ‘and use 
tax, as well as gasoline and 
sporting goods taxes, were 
up over this month's totals 
of last year.

Flash: 
New Lights 
Are On 


One of the major іт- 
provements made for our 
school this year has been 
the addition of new lights to 
the football field.
